After  all.  It  Is  a  question  of  leadership.  Bro. 
Weaver,  the  missionary  for  Tishomingo  associ¬ 
ation,  made  a  thoughtful  remark  to  the  writer 
when  he  said:  "But  these  people  have  first  got 
to  be  taught  that  it  is  right  to  give."

It  Just  about  means  the  passing  of  a 
generation. 

A  Significant  Change. 

A  significant  change,  however,  Is  shown  in  the 
attitude  of  the  churches  towards  non-progressive 
leadership.  As  badly  as  we  need  preachers  there 
are  preachers  In  every  section  of  the  state  who 
are  no  longer  serving  churches.  After  careful  In¬ 
quiry  into  the  reason  for  this.  1  am  convinced 
that  it  is  because  these  preachers  are  no  longer 
acceptable  to  the  churches.  The  reason  why 
they  are  not  acceptable  Is  because  they  are  not 
progressive.  They  stand  gga|nst  giving,  both  in 
teaching  and  practice.  Such  leadership  can  no 
longer  All  the  need  of  the  hour.  The  churches 
had  rather  have  no  pastor  than  a  pastor  who 
will  not  lead  them  to  do  anything. 

Just  the  thing  needed  to  stir  our  churches  as 
they  have  never  been  stirred,  and  call  to  the 
colors  every  pastor  in  the  whole  South  and  make 
progressives  of  them  all,  le  the  seventy-five  mll- 
llon-dollar  program.  It  will  take  a  well-worked 
out  plan  and  a  vigorous  and  persistent  educa¬ 
tional  and  inspirational  campaign,  but  It  will 
mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  day  for  Baptists.

He  shall  be 
honored  even  by  generations  to  come  for  having 
given  his  life  to  make  "Mother's  Day"  possible 
for  all  time;  and  while  the  world  honors  her 
sons,  the  American  mother  will  come  In  for  her 
share,  for,  as  John  Wesley's  mother  wrote  In  her 
diary.  May  17,  1717:  “I  shall  be  more  careful 
with  this  child  to  Instill  In  him  the  true  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Christianity  and  virtue."  So  yon 'in¬ 
stilled  in  your  son  the  true  principles  of  man¬ 
hood  which  caused  him  to  be  brave  and  manly 
at  this  time  when  men  were  needed  to  stand  In 
the  breach.

Faith  does  all  this  and  more.  It  guarantees 
not  only  salvation  for  time  and  eternity,  but  a 
crown  as  well  for  faithful  service.  "Be  thou 
faithful  unto  death  and  1  will  give  thee  a  crown 
of  life.”  "My  faith  looks  up  to  Thee,  thou  Lamb 
of  Calvary,  Baviordlvlne." 

Faith  pillows  its  head  upon  the  Master’s 
bosom;  It  graciously  accepts  the  crumbs  that  fall 
from  the  Master’s  table;  It  reaches  out  the  hand, 
fearing  and  trembling,  that  It  may  but  touch  thp 
hem  of  the  Masters  garment;  it  plunges  Into  the 
sea  expecting  God  to  open  the  way;  It  removes 
mountains  of  difficulties  and  stands  unqualllng 
in  the  face  of  danger;  It  crosses  the  sea  fraught 
with  many  perils  and  takes  up  IU  abode  among 
the  heathen  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  lifted 
up  to  the  Ood  of  all  grace;  it  stands  unabashed 
In  the  presence  of  the  thumbscrew,  the  prison, 
the  gullotine  and  the  stake. 

Faith  has  Its  votaries  In  every  land.  It  has 
crossed  all  seas.  It  has  gone  Into  the  dungeon 
and  consecrated  the  soli  of  many  lands  with  1U 
blood.  "Have  the  faith  of  God,”  said  our  Lord. 
Before  such  ralth  evil  would  hide  IU  head;  skep¬ 
ticism  and  Infidelity  would  retire  In  confusion; 
war  would  cease  and  peace  and  good  will  among 
men  would  become  the  slogan  of  all  nations. 

But  can  we  hope  for  such  Idealistic  conditions? 

I  think  not:  not  because  such  conditions  are  be¬ 
yond  the  realm  of  possibility,  but  because  there 
will  not  be  enough  faith  of  the  right  kind  to 
bring  about  such  conditions,  and  It  Is  no  fault 
of  God's. 


BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  IS  TO  BE  MUCH 
IMPROVED. 

Quarter  of  a  Million  May  Be  Received  for 
Institution  Here. 


A  campaign  will  soon  be  launched  to  raise 
$76,000,000.00  for  philanthropic  and  benevolent 
work  by  Southern  Baptists.  Of  this  $260,000.00, 
It  Is  honed,  will  come  to  Jackson  for  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Hosplul.  Already  people  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion  In  the  state  have  put  $76,000.00  Into  the 
Institution  and  are  now  raising  as  much  more. 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  trustees  it  was 
agreed  that  the  needs  of  the  hospital  for  the 
next  live  years  would  require  $260,000.00  for  en¬ 
largement  and  equipment.  This  will  be  brought 
before  a  committee  which  meets  In  Atlanta  June 
4th.  It  Is  Intended  to  make  this  institution  the 
biggest  and  best  equipped  In  Mississippi. 

The  trustees  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  have  Just 
held  In  many  respects  a. very  Important  meeting 
In  this  city.  While  the  hospital  has  enjoyed  a 
prosperous  career,  particularly  during  the  period 
of  the  war,  It  Is  evident  to  the  management  that, 
due  to  present  demands,  quite  a  number  of  Im¬ 
portant  changes  m$y  be  rendered  the  public  and 
the  physicians  who  are  patronising  this  Insti¬ 
tution. 

Efforts  has  already  been  made  to  standardise 
the  hospital,  bringing  It  In  every  way  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  hospital  association,  and 
which  will  result  tn  a  character  of  service  equal 
to  any  throughout  the  entire  country. 

A  campaign  Is  already  In  progress  to  raise 
$75,600.00,  an  encouraging  amount  of  which  Is 
already  In  hand,  which  money  will  be  used  In 
adding  an  additional  story  to  the  hospital.  In¬ 
stalling  an  up-to-date  and  complete  X-ray  labora¬ 
tory  and  bacteriological  department.  These  are 
features  that  are  Indispensable  to  any  standard¬ 
ised  flbspltal,  and,  therefore,  will  be  a  part  of 
the  new  equipment  which  will  be  brought  to  the 
Institution  Jnst  as  soon  as  the  necessary  details 
can  be  arranged. 

Changes  Are  Made. 

Some  changes  were  also  made  In  the  trustee¬ 
ship  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  R.  8.  Curry,  who  was 
acting  temporarily  as  superintendent,  bnt  who

was  giving  part  time  service  only,  urged  that  bis 
resignation  be  accepted,  effective  after  June  1st, 
stating  that  he  realised  that  his  entire  time 
should  be  given  to  Individual  practice.  It  was 
stated  by  Dr.  Curry  that  In  his  Judgment  the  trus¬ 
tees  should  be  selected  from  men  not  In  any  way 
connected  with  the  Institution,  especially  as  a 
practicing  physician,  and,  therefore,  offered  his 
resignation  as  a  member  of  the  trustees,  which, 
however,  was  reluctantly  received,  since  Dr. 
Curry  has  rendered  such  efficient  servloe  to  the 
Institution  in  this  capacity. 

Following  up  the  same  Idea,  Dr.  R.  W.  Hall 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  also  resigned  as 
trustee,  sfter  which  Dr.  W.  A.  Hewitt,  psator  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Jackson,  and  Dr.  J.  L. 
Johnson,  president  of  the  Woman's  College  at 
Hattiesburg,  were  elected  trustees.  One  other 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  having  moved 
out  of  tbe  state,  was  declared  disqualified  to 
serve,  and  the  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  at 
Clinton,  Dr.  Zeno  Wall,  was  duly  elected  as  his 
successor. 

It  Is  general^  understood  among  the  trustees 
and  friends  of  the  hospital  that  a  special  cam¬ 
paign  will  be  launched  within  the  very  hear 
future  In  order  to  complete  the  raising  of  $76,- 
000.00,  about  one-third  of  which  will  be  ex¬ 
pected  In  Jackson.  However,  the  exact  date  of 
the  campaign  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

It  Is  also  understood  among  the  managemefit 
of  the  hospital  that  a  local  superintendent  will 
be  employed  as  soon  as  selection  can  be  made, 
who  will  give  his  entire  time  to  the  position, 
which  Is  recognised  as  necessary  In  carrying  out 
the  new  program  as  contemplated.  —  Clarion- 
Ledger.'

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second-hand  religious  teaching  or  preaching  that 
is  perhaps  all  too  common. 

The  moon  does  not  shine  with  its  own  light, 
but  is  only  a  reflection.  It  simply  reproduces  In 
a  small  measure  what  It  gets  from  the  sun.  It 
is  a  moderately  good  reflector  which  only  pre¬ 
vents  total  darkness  by  night.  Not  a  few  people 
undertaking  the  role  of  religious  instructors  suc¬ 
ceed  In  being  good,  bad  or  indifferent  reflectors. 
Sometimes  It  Is  done  with  a  good  measure  of 
success.  Not  long  ago  we  heard  a  young  man 
make  a  ‘good  B.  Y.  P.  U.  speech,  and  when  he 
sat  down,  we  turned  to  the  man  sitting  next  to 
us.  and  said:  "Good  speech!”  “Yes,"  he  re¬ 
plied.  “I  heard  Mr.  Blank  make  the  same  speech 
the  other  day.”  He  had  simply  borrowed 
another  man’s  thunder.  You  may  have  heard 
older  people  do  the  same  thing.  Maybe  it  is 
the  best  they  can  do.  It  is  certainly  the  quickest 
and  easiest  way  to  say  something. 

It  takes  a  long  time,  millions  of  years,  some 
people  tell  us,  for  the  sun's  rays  to  produce  a 
rank  and  luxuriant  vegetation  and  for  this  vege- 
tatiort  to  be  transformed  into  coal  and  this  coal 
to  make  electric  lights  which  turn  the  darkness 
of  night  In  your  home  into  day,  so  that  you  can 
reafti  or  work.  But  It  Is  better  than  moonshine. 
It  takes  41  long  time  and  a  great  process  of  as¬ 
similation  an^l  transformation  to  absorb  the  truth 
of  God  and  reproduce  It  In  words  or  deeds  of 
light,  but  it  beats  the  moonshine  to  which  some 
of  us  are  occasionally  compelled  to  listen — 
Listen  to  moonshine!  » 

But  members  of  young  people's  societies  are 
not  the  only  manufacturers  of  this  hasty  pud¬ 
ding,  If  we  may  use  a  different  figure.  The  man 
or  woman  who  stands  up  (or  sits  down)  before 
a  Sunday  school  class  and  merely  reproduces  in 
some  measure  what  he  or  she  got'out  of  a  paper 
or  quarterly.  Is  ministering  moonshine  to  the 
hearers,  and  that  of  a  variety  which  will  not 
stimulate;  Is  without  color  or  taste.  And  there 
Is  a  good  deal  of  moonshine  religion.  Not  that 
which  has  merely  touched  the  surface  of  your 
mind  and  Is  immediately  handed  back  as  by  re¬ 
flection  to  somebody  else  will  nourish  or  quicken. 
Turn  the  reflection  Into  your  own  soul.  Or  bet¬ 
ter  let  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  Ood  which 
Is  In  the' face  of  Jesus  Christ  shine  upon  you  until 
you  are  transformed  Into  the  same  Image  from 
glory  to  glory  as  from  the  Lord  the  Spirit. 

Young  preachers,  and  some  not  so  young,  are 
under  a  special  temptation  to  acquire  this  moon¬ 
shine  habit.  A  stirring  book  la  read  or  an  im¬ 
pressive  speech  or  sermon  Is  heard  and  they  are 
slexed  with  a  too  hearty  desire  to  go  and  repro¬ 
duce  the  message  to  somebody  else.  They  think 
they  load  their  gun  ylth  the  same  ammunition, 
when.  In  fact,  they  have  charged  It  only  with 
the  noise  of  the  explosion.  Better  take  time  to 
let  truth  soak  in,  be  absorbed  and  assimilated. 
Paul  even,  when  be  had  received  his  gospel  by 
revelation  In  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ,  didn't 
mount  the  pulpit  immediately  and  empty  his  bat¬ 
teries  on  the  astonished  multitude.  No.  he  went 
away  Into  Arabia  and  took  three  years  to  think 
over  in  quietness  and  assimilate  In  solitude  what 
had  been  revealed  to  him  in  a  moment. 

A  good  many  pulpits,  some  quite  prominent 
ones,  are  used  as  places  for  preachers  to  pour 
out  libations  to  their  people  on  Sunday  what 
they  hare  caught  In  their  buckets  from  the  books 
they  have  read  during  the  week.  Better  than  no 
message,  but  beaten  oil  for  the  sanctuary,  bread 
well  baked  for  the  table  In  the  holy  place  is 
better.  How  quickly  some  new  books  find  their 
way  into  some  pulpits.  It  Is  better  for  the  water 
to  take  enough  time  in  running  through  the  ash 
hopper  to  get  some  strength. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  when  the  little  book 
"The  Ministry  of  the  Spirit”  came  out  It  pro¬ 
duced  a  mighty  Irap.esslon  and  did  great  good. 
But  some  preachers  In  undertaking  to  Are  the* 
message  too  hastily  to  their  people  discovered 
afterward  they  had  cracked  their  guns.  Better 
know  the  truth  In  your  heart  before  speaking  It 
with  the  Ups. 


Recently  we  heard  an  Interesting  and  impres 
slve  sermon  on  the  second  coming  of  Christ. 
Much  of  It  was  certainly  true.  Some  ojt  It  was, 
well,  not  conclusively  proven:  It  was  preached 
mostly  to  a  group  of  young  preacher*.  What 
was  said  was  well  worth  studying  and  taught  to 
be  studied  with  open  Bible  and  open  mltad.  But 
we  were  a  little  afraid  that  we  or  somebotl> 
else  would  hear  the  echo  of  this  gun  before  the 
matter  was  thoroughly  studied  out.  Th$  repro¬ 
duction  of  somebody  else's  message  without  his 
experience  la  moonshine. 
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FIVE  3EN8ES  AND  RELICIOl^. 


There  are  those  who  believe  that  all  knowl¬ 
edge  of  whatsoever  sort  Is  attained  simply  by 
the  use  of  the  five  physical  senses.  While  the 
man  Is  to  be  pitied  who  has  never  learuted  any¬ 
thing  except  through  hearing,  seeing,  smelling, 
tasting  or  touching,  yet  these  five  Instruments 
of  coming  in  touch  with  the  physical  wqjld,  fur¬ 
nish.  us  figures  by  which  we  may  perhaps  better 
understand  how  all  truth  is  appropriated.  That 
man  la  literally  sensuous  (not  necessarily  sen¬ 
sual,  nor  yet  sensible)  who  depends  onjthe  five 
senses  for  all  he  knows,  and  yet  thdse  expe¬ 
riences  furnish  us  with  the  language  and  con¬ 
crete  (hough!  molds  for  the  expression  of  our 
spiritual  experience,  for  our  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  them  and  for  portraying  them  to  others 
They  are  the  ordinary  gateways  Into  toe  brain, 
and  the  wire  connections  with  the  ceijtral  ex¬ 
change.  |( 

When  spiritual  experiences  make  the|r  way  to 
our  souls,  or  when  our  souls  go  out  In  Successful 
search  for.  truth  and  for  fellowship  w  th  Ood. 
we  have  no  better  way.  perhaps  no  otl  er  way, 
of  speaking  of  these  experiences  than  n  terms 
of  the  five  senses.  And  yet  we  are  no  to  fall 
Into  the  error  of  thinking  that  there  are  no 
other  experiences  than  those  that  are  physical, 
or  no  other  world  than  that  which  is  pal  [table. 

The  letter  to  the  Hebrews,  perhaps  n  ore  dis¬ 
tinctly  than  other  parts  of  the  Bible, ^eeks  to 
bring  out  clearly  this  truth  of  the  reality  of 
the  invisible  world.  Paul  had  said  In  Romans 
that  "The  Invisible  things  of  God  slhce  the 
creation  of  the  world  are  clearly  seek,  being 
perceived  through  the  things  that  are  made,  even 
his  everlasting  power  and  divinity.”  But  In  the 
letter  to  the  Hebrews  the  whole  argument  Is  to 
dispel  the  Illusion  that  we  cannot  know  Ood  or 
worship  him  except  there  be  a  visible  temple,  a 
priesthood  of  flesh  and  blood,  an  altar  dnd  sacri¬ 
fices  of  beasts.  The  author  shows  that  these

Northern  Baptists  are  making  another  effort 
to  ‘  standardize  the  ministry,"  but  are  meeting 
with  some  discouragement.  The  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  convention  reported  that  of  133  men  or¬ 
dained  only  29  conformed  to  the  Intellectual  and 
educational  standard  erected  by  the  committee. 
It  Is  very  doubttul  If  the  Lord  will  change  his 
method  of  calling  men  Into  the  ministry  to  satisfy 
the  standards  of  self-appointed  committees. 
"Not  many  mighty." 


Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell,  president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  convention  made  a  great  speech  at  the 
Northern  convention  in  Denver,  In  which  he 
showed  them  something  of  the  plans  and  pur¬ 
poses  of  Southern  Baptists. 


Several  years  ago  at  the  request  of  the  Epis¬ 
copalians  several  denominational  bodies  appoint¬ 
ed  commissions  to  confertogether  with  similar 
commissions  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Union; 
Southern  Baptists  and  Northern  Baptists  among 
^the  number.  This  year  the  commission  from  the 
Northern  Baptist  convention  reported  In  part  as 
follows; 

"From  the  meetings  thus  far  held,  it  has  be¬ 
come  evident  to  your  commission  that  the  Epis¬ 
copal  communion  stresses  the  necessity  of  Epis¬ 
copal  ordination  as  necessary  to  validate  the 
exercise  of  the  ministry  in  the  church.  There  is 
a  concession  offered  that  non-EpIseopal  clergy 
accepting  Episcopal  ordination,  need  not  accept 
the  theory  of  the  historic  succession,  but  to  ac- 
-  cept  the  fact,  meaning  thereby  that  the  Episcopal 
form  of  government  has  historically  vindicated 
Its  efficiency.  On  these  grounds  your  commission 
believes  there  is  little  to  hope  for  In  the  direction 
of  Christian  unity,” 


Danger  seems  seriously  to  threaten  the  home 
life  when  Nashville,  Tennessee,  reports  240  di¬ 
vorces  In  May  and  only  230  marriages. 


The  blowing  to  bits  of  an  anarchist  in  Wash¬ 
ington  by  the  bomb  with  which  he  was  attempt¬ 
ing  to  blow  up  the  house  of  the  United  States 
Attorney  General,  reads  like  a  chapter  of  historic 
Justice  out  of  the  pages  of  the  Old  Testament, 
slightly  modernized  as  to  the  use  of  weapons.  It 
is  said  the  anarchist’s  head  was  blown  to  the 
roof  of  a  house  one  block  away. 


Northern  Baptists  adopted  the  following  on  the 
Interchurch  World  movement: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Northern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  reaffirming  the  Imperative  duty  of  Baptists 
to  bear  full  testimony  to  the  full  truth  In  Jesus 
Christ  as  they  find  It  taught  In  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  and  recognizing  the  right  of  each  local 
church  to  determine  Its  own  duty  without  dic¬ 
tation  or  control  by  any  outside  human  au¬ 
thority,  expresses  its  readiness  to  co-operate  In 
the  interchurch  world  movement  of  North  Amer¬ 
ica  on  the  following  conditions: 

“First — That  we  be  represented  In  the  Joint 
survey  of  the  home  and  foreign  Held  by  members 
of  our  denomination  appointed  by  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  and  while  giving  careful  consideration  to 
the  report  of  such  survey,  we  reserve  unlmpslred 
the  freedom  to  follow  our  own  convictions  of 
truth'  and  the  leadings  of  divine  Providence. 

“Second — That:  a  Joint  campaign  of  Informa¬ 
tion  and  Inspiration  be  conducted  for  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  stewardship. 

"Third — That  a  simultaneous  flhancial  cam¬ 
paign  be  promoted.  In  which  each  denomination 
shall  present  Its  oWn  budget  to  its  own  constit¬ 
uency,  secure  its  own  pledges,  collect  the  same, 
and  administer  Its  own  program  of  expansion. 

“Fourth — That  the  Baptists  who  are  officers 
of  the  Interchurch  World  Movement,  members  of 
Its  Executive  Committee  and  of  Its  Oeneral  Com¬ 
mittee,  be  selected  by  the  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.

"Fifth — That  In  our  co-operation  with  the  In¬ 
terchurch  World  Movement  we  act  through  the 
General  Board  of  Promotion  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention.  It  is  assumed  that  the  state 
conventions  will  act  through  their  respective 
state  organizations. 

"Sixth — That  evangelical  denominational 
bodies  only  be  represented  ta  the  Interchurch 
World  Movement. 

"Seventh — That  the  Interchurch  World  Move¬ 
ment  does  not  promote  organic  union  of  de¬ 
nominations  or  of  local  churches,  or  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  local  church  federations,  or  non- 
denominatlonal  churches. 

"Eighth — That  the  literature  and  promotion 
methods  of  the  Interchurch  World  Movement  be 
not  in  contravention  of  these  principles,  and  that 
we  reserve  the  right  to  supplment  the  literature 
of  the  movement  by  literature  prepared  by  our 
own  denomination." 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  convention  reported  as  follows  on  or¬ 
ganic  union: 


“The  Northern  Baptist  convention,  while 
maintaining  fraternal  relations  with  evangelical 
denominations  in  extending  the  Influence  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  does  not  believe  that 
organic  union  with  other  denominations  Is  pos¬ 
sible.  It,  therefore,  declines  to  send  delegates 
to  the  proposed  council. 

"The  Baptist  denomination  Is  a  collection  of 
Independent  democratic  churches.  None  of 
these  churches  recognizes  any  ecclesiastical  au¬ 
thority  superior  to  Itself.  They  are  grouped  In 
associations,  state  conventions  and  a  national 
convention,  but  none  of  these  groups  has  any 
control  over  a  local  church  beyond  that  which 
lies  In  common  faith,  practice  and  service.  The 
denomination  ,  In  so  far  as  It  jias  unity,  is  a 
federation  of  Independent  democracies. 

“In  the  nature  of  the  case,  therefore,  any¬ 
thing  like  organic  church  union  of  the  Baptist 
churches  with  other  denominations  Is  Impossible. 
There  Is  no  centralized  body  that  could  deliver 
the  Baptist  churches  to  any  merger  or  corporate 
unity.  If  Baptist  churches  do  not  have  organic 
union  among  themselves,  they  obviously  cannot 
have  organic  unity  with  other  denominations." 

The  resolutions  go  on  to  state  that  Baptists 
believe  in  the  complete  competency  of  the  Indi¬ 
vidual  to  come  directly  Into  saving  relationship 
with  God,  and  that  any  compromise  on  this  point 
would  be  an  abandonment  of  structural  beliefs. 

"We  are  convinced  that  our  fundamental  con¬ 
ception  of  the  Church,  the  nature  of  our  organi¬ 
zation,  the  democracy  which  Is  the  very  basis  of 
our  denominational  life,  make  any  organic  union 
with  groups  of  Christians  holding  opposite  be¬ 
liefs  unwise  and  Impossible." 

This  statement  was  received  with  the  greatest 
applause,  which  the  chairman  had  difficulty  in 
curbing. 

It  was  adopted  with  heartiness  and  unanimity.

The  Baptist  Executive  Board  of  Pennsylvania 
seems  to  favor  the  giving  up  of  Baptist  churches 
in- small  communities  where  other  denominations 
are  stronger.  The  matter  was  put  up  to  their 
state  convention,  but  that  body  did  not  meet  last 
year  on  account  of  Influenza  Wa  have  lived  In 
a  community  where  the  Baptists  outnamber  the 
Methodists  about  twenty  to  one.  But  that  never 
occurred  to  us  as  a  reason  for  their  discontin¬ 
uance.

cussion.  They  gave  him  all  the  time  and  thee 
left  him  high  and  dry  with  only  one  maa  voting 
with  him.

This  leaflet  Is  written  to  answer  some  of  the 
many  questions  that  are  being  asked  about  the 
Royal  Ambassadors  work  as  It  Is  conducted  In 
this  state.  We  also  hope  that  this  brief  state¬ 
ment  will  Induce  pastors  and  other  leaders  to 
organise  chapters  In  their  churches. 

Please  Read  Carefully. 

The  boys  from  12  to  16  years  have  not  been 
reached  and  Interested  In  the  work  of  the  Lord 
as  we  wish  they  had  been.  It  Is  hard  to  hold 
them  in  the  Sunday  school  and  church  services. 
They  are  so  easily  attracted  and  drawn  away  by 
the  Interesting  things  of  the  world.  Every  earn¬ 
est  pastor  and  Sunday  school  teacher  of  boys  has 
wrestled  with  this  problem;  We  ought  to  prayer¬ 
fully  seek  the  best  means  to  Improve  this  con¬ 
dition  and  not  abandon  lt*as  Impossible  of 
solution. 

Our  great  reason  why  we  have  not  been  able 
to  hold  our  boys  la  because  we  have  not  carefully 
considered  the  transition  from  boyhood  to  man¬ 
hood  through  which  they  are  going  at  this  age. 
and  so  we  have  not  understood  them.  They  must 
bo  dealt  with  In  a  way  peculiar  to  themselves; 
they  feel  outclassed  In  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work. 
They  positively  will  not  take  an  Interest  in  meet¬ 
ings  like  the  girls’  societies.  They  will  attend 
the  Sunday  schools  If  put  In  classes  to  themselves. 
It  Is  of  no  use  to  try  to  argue  the  boy  out  of  this. 
We  must  take  him  as  we  And  him  and  try  to 
improve  on  the  being  that  God  has  placed  In  our 
charge. 

Some  wordly  organizations  have  recognized 
this  state  of  the  boy's  mind  and  have  taken  ad¬ 
vantage  of  It  to  organize  boys'  societies  Shall 
we  fail  to  see  this  and  use  it  for  the  glory  of 
God? 

We  think  the  Royal  Ambassador  work.  If 
rightly  conducted,  will  catch  and  hold  the  boys. 
They  know  that  It  Is  a  society  of  their  own.  They 
hold  the  offices,  conduct  the  meetings,  and  do  the 
study  work  (Bible  and  Missions)  In  a  way  that 
appeals  to  them.  It  satisfies  the  longing  to  be 
associated  with  a  band  of  his  fellows.  It  gives 
him  a  feeling  of  proprietorship  In  the  meeting. 
So  he  gives  himself  heartily  to  the  work  and  de¬ 
velops  along  religious  lines  to  an  astonishing 
degree. 

If  the  pastor,  the  Sunday  school  superlnte- 
dent,  or  some  good  man.  will  work  In. the  chap¬ 
ters  It  will  be  a  great  help.  The  boys  are  the 
men  In  the  making,  and  It  gratifies  them  to  know 
that  grown-up  men  are  Interested  In  their  affairs 
and  working  along  with  them.  He  can  lead  with¬ 
out  dictating.  He  can  be  with  them  in  their 
meetings  and  go  with  them  on  their  camping, 
fishing  or  other  excursions. 

It  helps  wonderfully  to  have  a  secret  initiatory 
degree,  presided  over  by  the  man  leader  and 
aided  by  the  boys.  The  secret  degree  that  Is  now 
being  used  In  this  state  makes  a  strong  appeal 
to  the  boys.  It  seeks  to  Impress  spiritual  truths 
In  a  startling  way.  It  teaches  by  symbols.  In 
taking  It  the  boy  goes  through  certain  things  that 
surprise  and  interest  him,  and  It  shows  that  each 
experience  h  to  teach  him  a  lesson.  ,In  fact,  the 
whole  dgree  is  an  allegory,  somewhat  like  Pil¬ 
grim's  Progress.  In  It  the  boy  Is  taught,  among 
other  things,  to  pray  always,  to  bear  one  anoth¬ 
er's  burdens,  to  depend  on  the  guidance  of  God  In 
life,  to  submit  to  the  will  of  God.  to  recognize 
the  fact  that  God  is  present  in  all  our  meetings, 
that  It  Is  his  duty  to  give  the- Lord  the  tenth  of 
his  income,  and  that  the  Bible  Is  the  light  of  the 
world  and  the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  Then  there 
Is  a  secret  sign  by  which  the  members  may  recog¬ 
nize  an  Ambassador  In  public,  and  this  sign  Is  of 
such  nature  that  it  teaches  them  a  religious 
lesson. 

Our  experience  Is  that  the  boys  are  delighted 
With  this  work.  Each  one  of  them,  from  his  own 
initiation  and  seeing  others  go  through  the  de¬ 
gree,  learns  more  of  tiese  great  lessons.  It  seems

FROM  DAVIS  MEMORIAL  CHURCH 


Jackson,  Miss,  May  24,  1919, 
Dear  Miss  Lackey: 

We  are  so  greatly  encouraged  over  our  work 
since  you  were  out  with  us  and  taught  a  few  of 
us  the  W.  M.  U.  Manual  of  Methods.  I  believe 
only  seven  who  completed  the  book  and  received 
certificates.  But  this  number  was  sufficient  for 
missionary  leaven  and  we  began  to  talk  the  Circle 
Plan.  This  has  not  met  with  very  hearty  ap¬ 
proval  by  all,  as  we  each  had  a  very  great  feeling 
that  we  wanted  to  go  to  the  church  each  week 
for  our  meetings.  But  every  one  felt,  as  one 
woman  expressed  herself:  "I  have  all  evidence 
to  know  the  Circle  Plan  Is  the  only  plan  for  the 
best  reaulta,  but  I  want  to  come  to  the  church." 
Although  this  feeling  prevailed:  throughout  the 
entire  society  we  decided  to  lay  our  personal  de¬ 
sires  aside,  and  we  did  adopt  the  Circle  Plan.  We 
now  have  four  classes  with  an  aatlve  membership 
of  22  and  a  horfie  department  roll  of  19.  Ope 
Circle  has  Increased  Its  active  membership  (only 
three  weeks  since  starting  the  Circle  Plan)  100 
per  cent. 

Before  adopting  the  Circle  Plan  we  would  have 
an  attendance  at  our  regular  iheetings  of  only 
10  to  12,  where  we  now  have  from  20  to  25, 
and  have  women  attending  wh{0  have  not  met 
with  us  at  the  church  for  months.  And  have  12 
women  really  enthusiastic  about  the  progress  of 
the  work  as  leaders  where  previously  we  had 
only  bad  4. 

The  president  of  the  society  is  teaching  the 
W.  M.  U.  Manual  of  Methods  monthly  in  each 
circle,  meeting  with  each  circle  consecutively,  and 
Is  so  pleased  with  the  great  Interest  manifested 
at  each  study.  We  hope  to  complete  the  manaal 
In  this  way  by  September  with  at  least  20  cer¬ 
tificates  presented. 

We  know  we  are  going  to  achieve  greater 
things  for  the  Master  In  the  future  than  we  have 
In  the  past,  for  we  are  becoming  more  Intelligent 
about  our  work  on  the  Mlaaion  Fields  and  the 
proper  method  of  doing  this  work.  Hence  we 
are  more  Interested.

augurated  in  Boston  by  Channfng  nearly  100 
years  ago,-  and  which  captured  most  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Churches  In  New  England.  The  rich 
society  folks  of  Beacon  Street  went  over.  Har¬ 
vard  with  her  pofessors  went  over.  It  seemed 
then  that  Congregationalism  was  doomed.  But 
what  has  happened?  The  few  Congregational 
Churches  that  did  not  go  over  to  Unitarlanism 
went  on  preaching  the  diety  of  Christ,  and  today 
the  Unitarians  claim  79,000  members  while  the 
Congregationals  claim  700,000  members.  The 
New  Theology  denies  the  deity  of  Christ  and 
this  Is  why  It  cannot  save.  One  of  their  ministers 
In  New  York  said  to  a  Baptist  pastor  In  that 
city  about  30  years  ago:  "Within  a  generation 
we  shall  capture  New  York."  But  what  has 
happened?  The  Unitarians  have  fewer  churches 
In  New  York — only  four  In  all — than  they  had 
then,  while  the  Baptist  In  the  Greater  City  have 
grown  to  55,000  members,  with  about  75 
elected  asaoclatlonal  su-  churches.

"If  this  thing  be  not  of  God  It 
will  come  to  naught,  but  If  It  be  of  God,  ye  can¬ 
not  overcome  It,”  etc.  Jesus  Christ  cannot  be 
taught  or  preached  unless  he  Is  first  worshipped. 
And  the  real  argument  for  Christ's  vitalizing 
power  Is  that  he  gives  men  life.  The  greatest 
words  ever  uttered  are  these:  "I  am  the  resur¬ 
rection  and  the  life." 

The  New  Theology  is  a  Unitarian  movement, 
but  under  a  new  name,  a  new  guise.  In  the  realm 
of  education  and  religion:  therefore,  it  cannot 

save. 

(d)  Salvation  By  Works. 

The  New  Theology  cannot  save  because  It 
teaches  salvation  by  works  and  not  by  grace.  It 
Is  the  same  old  scheme  which  is  illustrated  by 
the  tower  of  Babel — the  effort  to  reach  heaven 
by  human  effort  and  not  by  God's  way — the  way 
of  grace.  And  God  confused  the  builders  of  that 
famous  tower  and  turned  them  into  babblers. 
God  will  ever  confuse  those  babblers  who  would 
thwart  his  plan  and  deny  his  grace.  There  Is 
no  conversion,  no  regeneration,  no  Joy,  no  wed¬ 
ding  feast,  no  soul-stirring  experience  In  this 
New  Theology.  No  armistice  peace  Is  ever  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  New  Theology,  for  it  cannot  recon¬ 
cile  to  God. 

III.  The  Problem  of  the  New  Theology. 

We  have  seen  that  this  new  religious  system 
has  brought  upon  the  churches  In  America  our 
biggest  problem. 

The  Invasion  of  the  evangelical  churches  by 
this  system  of  doubt  and  respectable  Infidelity 
has  startled  our  modern  religious  world.  There 
are  thousands  who  have  not  woke  up  to  the  fact 
that  America  has  been  Invaded  by  a  greater  dan¬ 
ger  than  a  German  army — it  Is  the  danger  of  a 
social  and  political  and  religious  menace  in  the 
nature  of  a  denial  of  the  supernatural  and  the 
Inspiration  of  the  Word  of  God. 

Lying  between  New  Brunswick.  Nova  Scotia, 
and  the  Maine  coast,  there  Is  a  body  of  water 
known  as  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  The  conformation 
of  this  land  Is  of  such  character 'that,  whereas, 
the  ordinary  tide  rises  between  five  and  six  feet 
during  twelve  hours,  the  tide  In  this  bay  rises 
generally  to  25  and  35  feet,  and  at  Its  head  to 
75  feet.  People  who  have  seen  this  tide  come 
In  give  a  wonderful  description  of  It.  The  crest 
of  the  wave  may  be  seen  as  far  as  the  eye  can 
reach,  and  it  tumbles  In  a  perfect  fury  as  It 
rushes  toward  the  head  of  the  bay.  enveloping 
everything  In  Its  course.  Woe  to  the  helpless 
man  or  beast  that  Is  caught  In  the  sand  banks! 
Woe  to  the  unwary  fisherman  who  may  have 
lingered  too  long  In  the  shallows!  For  the  wave 
0(  Unltarlantsm  as  In-  knows  no  mercy  and  sweeps  all  to  destruction, 


except  those  who  know  the  perils  of  the  flowing 
tide  and  have  sought  for  safety.  This,  my 
friends,  is  a  picture  of  the  rising  tide  of  an  antl- 
Christlan  philosophy  that  has  swept  Into  our 
American  Institutions  from  Europe,  and  a  symbol 
of  Its  moral  and  religious  perils.  We  have  not 
been  Invaded  by  an  army,  but  the  enemy  has 
come  In  like  a  flood  upon  us,  and  In  the  North 
has  captured  many  of  our  churches  and  educa¬ 
tional  Institutions. 

For  more  than  a  generation  the  New  Theology 
has  been  taught  In  many  of  our  institutions  of 
learning.  In  most  of  the  Northern,  but  es¬ 
pecially  In  the  New  England  states;  and  has  had 
much  to  do  in  moulding  religious  opinion.  Few 
of  our  institutions  have  escaped  its  blight.  It  la 
taught  in  the  universities,  colleges,  divinity 
schools,  and  normal  schools.  It  may  be  found 
In  the  flies  of  every  newspaper.  In  our  weekly 
and  monthly  magazines,  In  every  library,  in  not 
a  few  of  the  pulpits,  as  It  Is  compromised  with 
by  many  of  the  publishers  and 'editors  of  re¬ 
ligious  literature,  and  embraced  by  Ignorant, 
thoughtless,  skeptical  and  superficial.  Bible  stu¬ 
dents,  and  by  others  In  many  walks  of  life. 

IV.  How  It  Came  to  America. 

During  the  last  thirty-five  years  it  was  the 
fashion  to  send  our  boys  to  Germany  for  post¬ 
graduate  work  In  order  to  become  equipped  for 
teaching  at  home.  At  the  feet  of  the  great  Ger¬ 
man  teachers  they  learned  of  their  far-away  tad¬ 
pole  ancestors,  and  imbibed  the  spirit  of  doubt 
and  unbelief  regarding  the  divine  character  and 
authority  of  the  Bible  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  his  mission.  And  they  returned  to  America 
to  sow  this  seed  of  unbelief  In  the  Bible,  to  tell 
our  students  that  the  Bible  Is  not  the  kind  of  a 
book  we  had  thought  it  to  be,  that,  for  example, 
the  book  of  Genesis  Ik  not  historical,  that  all  Its 
great  characters  are  myths,  Including  Abraham. 
Isaac,  Jacob  and  Joseph,  and  that  the  doctrine 
of  Christ’s  deity,  atonement  and  resurrection 
probably'  originated  in  legends  or  myths  and  are 
divisive,  and  unnecessary  to  the  brotherhood  of 
man.  When  our  boys  returned  to  us  to  teach 
this  sort  of  Infidelity  the  trouble  began. 

Of  course,  in  order  to  appear  learned  and  up- 
to-date,  they  had  to  teach  the  new  doctrines  they 
learned  at  the  feet  of  their  masters  In  Heidel¬ 
berg.  Thus,  the  new  paganism  which  Is  going 
under  the  name  of  New  Theology,  and  dignified 
by  the  robes  of  the  university  and  of  religion, 
has  become  entrenched  and  popularized  In  many 
parts  of  this  republic.  The  German  text-books 
and  the  German  teachers  have  done  their  work. 
V.  Correspondence  With  the  Presidents  of  Our 
Educational  Institutions. 

I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  confirmed  all  this 
by  a  remarkable  correspondence  I  have  had  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year  with  the  presidents  of  many  of 
our  educational  Institutions,  or  with  211  of  the 
leading  educators  in  America. 

I  sent  out  a  letter  In  which  a  series  of  ques¬ 
tions  were  asked  regarding  the  New  Theology, 
the  criticism  of  the  Bible  and  evolution,  whether 
these  doctrines  are  taught  in  the  Institutions  and 
how  they  are  received  by  the  students.  Of  the 
211  replies.  60  of  them  came  from  our  Baptist 
Institutions.  North,  East.  West  and  South.  Some 
of-these  letters  are  worthy  of  being  framed  and 
put  on  the  walls  of  our  seminaries  and  colleges, 
to  be  read  by  the  students  In  coming  generations. 

I  ran  assure  you  that  the  remarkable  replies 
which  came' from  Dr.  Scarborough  of  the  South¬ 
western  Seminary  In  Texas.  Dr.  Crannell  of  the 
Kansas  City  Seminary.  Dr.  Hill  of  the  Berkeley 
Seminary  In  California,  and  others,  would  de¬ 
light  the  heart  to  read.  Onr  denomination  and 
the  whole  Christian  world  owe  a  debt  of  grati¬ 
tude  to  men  like  Dr.  Scarborough  of  Texas,  Dr. 
Robertson  of  Louisville,  Dr.  Burnham,  lateof  Col¬ 
gate,  and  many  others  who  are  standing  like 
giant  rocks  In  mid-ocean  of  life  while  the  storms  ~i 
of  criticism  of  the  Word  of  God  are  beating  in 
their  fury  all  around.

cultural  Implements.  The  beasts  of 
burden  were  taken.  The  seed  grain 
has  been  largely  eaten.  Deportees  are 
still  huddled  in  camps  or  wandering 
along  the  roads  endeavoring  to  reach 
their  homes.  Returning,  they  find 
heir  farms  occupied  by  strangers  who 
do  not  cultivate  them.  If  the  next 
month  passes  without  sowing,  there 
will  be  famine  conditions  here  for 
more  than  a  year. 

"Soldiers  In  tens  of  thousands  are 
being  discharged  from  the  army  at 
any  spot  where  they  happen  to  be. 
They  are  not  transported  to  their 
homes.  They  are  ragged  and  starving, 
and  often  diseased.  They  have  had 
no  pay  for  months.  They  everywhere 
Increase  the  number  of  the  helpless 
unemployed  and  of  the  lawless. 

"Wages  have  not  risen  in  propor¬ 
tion  either  to  the  Increase  in  the  price 
of  food  or  to  the  decline  In  the  value 
’of  money.  Gold  will  not  buy  a  tenth 
of  what  It  bought  before  the  war,  and 
paper  money  not  a  fortieth.  The  re¬ 
serves  even  of  those  formerly  well- 
to-do  have  disappeared. 

"There  Is  some  food  In  the  country, 
but  the  complete  breakdown  of  trans¬ 
portation  hinders  distribution.  Prof¬ 
iteering  Is  rife.  Milk  long  since  ceas¬ 
ed  to  be  used  even  In  hospitals  and 
orphanages.  Little  children  are  turned 
out  upon  the  street  without  food  or 
clothing.  The  government  may  have 
some  medical  supplies  for  the  army, 
but  there  are  practically  none  of  any 
sorton  the  market. 

"Typhus  Is  raging  In  the  Caucasus 
and  is  reported  from  Sansoun  and 
Adana.  Cholera  is  reported  at  Afion 
Kara  Hlssar.  Diseases  due  to  exposure 
and  under-feeding  are  widely  preval¬ 
ent.  The  common  enteric  diseases  will 
Increase  with  the  coming  of  warm 
weather.  t 

"Apart  from  the  two  great  burn¬ 
ed  districts  of  Constantinople,  almost 
all  of  whose  Inhabitants  are  abso¬ 
lutely  dependent  upon  charity,  50,000 
persons  are  fed  dally  In  the  soup  kit¬ 
chens  alone.  No  charitable  organisa¬ 
tions  have  money  enough  to  aid  all 
the  deserving  who  come  to  them. 
Conditions  In  many  places  In  the  In¬ 
terior  are  much  worse  than  In  the 
city.”
